A IIEPJUV TO TAXPAYER. 


What a Membur of the Juuuiiry drum 


Jury Says. 


RSNO, Nevada, July 17, 1891. 


ED, STATE JOUBNAL:—In your issue ol 


to-day I note tho communication of Tax 
payer. 
Ho asks some pertinent questions 


of the January Grand Jury, and indulges in 
a few reflections that are not very refresh 
ing during this hot weather; and then, too 
he takes special pains to single me out by 
name as one ia duty bound to answer. I 
is true I was a member of the Grand Jury 
that investigated county management, bu 
I dont feel it my duty to auawer for the 
action of the Jury. I was only one of the 
seventeen, and have no right to question 
tho motives of the other sixteen. At tbe 
same time, I am teady to affirm that the 
Jury, as a whole, did not do its whole duty 
Taxpayer ii quite complimentary in his 
references to myself us one who baa here 
tofore seriously objected to the louse anc 
illegal manner ia which the financial affairs 
of our county havo been managed. But: 
teel like beggiog your pardon for rising the 
term "managed" as I have, for it is evident 
that tho word "mismanaged" would b( 
flattering to our County Commissioners 
However, all of Taxpayer's kind refe-r 
ences to what he thinks I did in the pas 
are sot aside by tbe query as to 


" WHETHEB I HAVE FALLEN DOWN?" 


This insinuation is unkind; hut no mat 


ter, I will answer. No, I huve not fallen 
clown, but rather call it " knocked out,' 
Tbo ring is too many for me. They figh 
in relays and use county plunder to pa; 
hired soldiers, while I have to woik for 
nothing and boa id myself. I am some 
thing like the tired boy who said he was 
"wared out." It is true that scores o 
good people of the county have commended 
my action in denouncing the boodlers, but 
generally, their encouragement had a string 
to it, so they]couli3 pull it back by caution- 
ing me "not to tell them I told you.' 
Such backing is doveliah little better than 
none, you '-<iow. So there is some caus 
for the booJlers" assertion that I am tho 
only oua who finds fault, and that I am 
never so well pleased as when abusing tbe 
County Commissioners, as was suggests: 
by the Police Gazette some months ago. 


Bat I fear that Taxpayer and I do no 


agree ns to the duties of Grand Juries. He 
seems to think that a Grand Juror is 
bound to be a prosecutor, PoseiUy he is 
to a certain extent, but alter finding facts 
and reporting them to the Court a Gr&nc 
Juror can do nothing mope than any other 
citizen, in the way of prosecutions anc 
trials. As already stated, I think 
thi 


Grand Jury failed in doing its whole duty 
but I feel sure that we did some things 
that were in the light direction, and i 
nothing oame of it the Jury is not to blame 


HOW OKA.ND JOK1ES AJ1E MADE UP. 


By the way, let me give you a little ol 


the inside working* of a Grand Jury and 
the manner ot composing one. Under the 


law, 
it is made the duty of the District 


Judge and the Chairman ot tbe Board ol 
County Commissioners to meet and select 
twenty-four good men and true, from which 
the Court in turn selects seventeen men to 
act as a Grand Jury. These juries are 
usually called when required by tho busi 
ness before the Court. Well, during the 
early part of January, the District Judge 
needed a Grand Jury; and sent word to the 
Chairman of the Board of Commissioners 
to meet him, the Judge, at his office to 
draw a Grand Jury. On the evening ap 
pointed, the Chairman of the Board afore- 
said made bis appearance at the Court- 
house. I now copy from the report of the 
select committee of the Grand Jury which 
was appointed to investigate the office ol 
the Board ol County ComaiiaBionera, as 
follows: 


On the — day of January 1891, the 


Chairman of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners earns to tho •Court-house in an- 
swer to the request of of the District Judge 
and going into tbe Sheriff's office where a 
number of persons were sitting, said Chair- 
man in a loud voice proclaimed "that he 
had come to draw a Grand Jury; that he was 
going to draw all in the country, such as 
Beck, Doc Hogan and othere, naming a 
number of persons now serving on this 
jury." 


By way of comment I have only to say 


that the language used shows the utter con- 
tempt iu which all restraining influences 
are held by the Boss. Any one opposing 
the illegal methods of the boodlers is at 
ones set upon and traduced. This is one 
of the incidents in the history of the Grand 
Jury. 
If yon, Mr. Editor, will afford me 


space, I will givo the people of this county 
a short history of the way some of our 
county officials conduct public affairs and 
ho utter disregard they seem to have for 
aw, order, and common decency, and in 
his connection I wish to assure you that 
what I say shall be tbe truth, believing 
hat the people ot this county who last year 
laid into the County Treasury over $136,- 
000, should know at least some of the ille- 
;al and shnmeful methods by which the 
reasury ia now drained to an empty bot- 
om. 


THE OBAND 30IWT SELECTED, 


Well, as I was about to say, the Grand 
nry was finally selected, seventeen of ns 
;ood 
men as the county boasts, were re- 


amed to constitute the January Grand 
ury. 
Under order of the Court the clerk 


administered the usual oath and each mem- 
ber declared before his God that he would 
earlesslj and without favor, investigate 
all offenses and report the facts, etc. Then 
he Judge1, as is tho custom, charged and 
,dmonished ns to be diligent in the inves- 
igation of all public affairs; to investigate 
onnty affairs and their records; to present j 
none through malice, and to screen none I 
hrongh fear or favor. Then the jury re-1

tired and the result of our meetings uaa aa 
reported.

Customs That Differ from Those of Any 


Other Christian or Mohammedan Feo- 
ple—The Wife Is the Property Bolder. 
She Never Leaves Her Home. 
A country where the women own the 


houses and lands, where gold and silver 
are common as flowers in the spring, 
where everybody is happy and nobody 
does wrong, is the burden of the story 
that W. J. Shaw brings from far off Su- 
matra. 


W. J. Shaw is one of the men who 


modeled things in this country, when it 
was young and pliable. He came from 
New York in 1849, and was about the 
first man to hang out a lawyer's sign in 
San Francisco. He won the cases that 
settled the validity of settlers' titles and 
resulted in the Van Ness ordinance, and 
he served as a state senator in 1854, when 
it was more of an honor to be a legislator 
than it is now. 


"In all my years of travel," he said, 


"I never fcmnd a happier people than 
those who live in Sumatra, in the mid- 
dle part of the island. The people all 
over Sumatra are believers in the Mo- 
hammedan religion, but the peculiar 
customs which make this particular peo- 
ple unique and different from all others 
are confined to one community. 


"It would not be correct to term this 


branch of the Sumatra people a tribe, 
for they do not live in tribal relations at 
all, although there is a chief and under 
chieftains. These rulers, however, are 
not despots, and if the people do not like 
the way in which they manage things 
they dispose of them very shortly and 
put other men in their places. 


"Although men are the 
ostensible 


chieftains, the women are the real rulers. 
The customs of the country forbid the 
giving of a man's property to his chil- 
dren after his death. If a man dies the 
property he owns is given to his father 
and mother. The woman's property, on 
the contrary, is given to the children. 
Probably that is the custom that is re- 
sponsible for the turning over of all the 
wealth of the country to the women. 


TREATMENT OP THE BOYS AND MEN. 
"It is the constant aim of the men to 


enrich their wives. Each man has but 
one wife, and each wife one husband, 
and they live a perfectly moral life. The 
teachings of Mohammedanism are fol- 
lowed upon the question of divorce, 
The husband has the right to divorce his 
wife whenever he chooses, but must al- 
low her to retain the property in her pos- 
session, 
Divorces are not frequent, 


though, aud I believe that, in proportion 
to the population, divorces in this part 
of Sumatra are not one in sUteen com- 
pared to the number in California. 


"The people are happy there—happy 


as they can4be. The children live at 
home with their mother—tho boys until 
they are thirteen or fourteen, and the 
girls until they marry. 


"When the daughter gets married she 


does not leave her mother's house. An 
addition is built on—a new roof, as they 
call it—and the newly married girl 
makes her home there, and brings up 
her children. This custom, of course, 
results in forming quite large communi- 
ties where there are many children. 


"I knew one of these communities 


where there were a mother and several 
daughters living with their children. 
The original house had grown with each 
marriage until it spread over a large 
piece of ground. 


"When the boys get old enough to 


leave home they are taken to a compart- 
ment houso which is set aside as a home 
for them until they wish to marry. The 
girl has the right to choose whom she 
will wed, a privilege delegated to her in 
few Mohammedan countries. 


"Once married, the husband for the 


rest of his life is his wife's lover. He 
lives apart from her and visits his home 
only in the evening to chat with herand 
the children. All the money he gets— 
and there is plenty of money of Dutch 
coinage there—he turns over to his sweet- 
heart. She dresses herself and the chil- 
dren and shoulders all the petty family 
cares. 
"He is bothered only to earn the 


money to pay for the things they eat 
and wear. 


"To get things for them to eat need 


not worry him much. The portion of 
Sumatra in which these strange people 
live is very fertile and productive. It is 
a fine country, with beautiful mountains 
and streams and magnificent scenery 
All sorts of fruits are grown, and in the 
higher altitudes many of the grains. 


DRESSES OB1 TUB WOMEN. 


"To find dresses for the family must 


bo a different matter, for I never saw 
such elegantly attired women as in these 
communities. They are very beautiful, 
boasting the fairest and finest complex- 
ions uncl the brightest eyes. 


"Novor in Christian countries do wo- 


men dress aa extravagantly. 


"I remember that once the chief told 


me he would have two pretty maidens 
dress ns they would on their marriage. 
The two bright eyed girls wero gone 
some time, and came back wearing, one 
a dress of gold and the other one of sil- 
ver. 
They had bracelets one above an- 


oiber from the hands and aVove their 
elbows. At the elbows they wore pecu- 
liar bracelets, jointed to permit easily 
moving the joint. 
In brief, their arms 


were ..nnored with precious metal. They 
had npoldaces of gems and other costly 
ornan^uts, and the cloth-of-gold and 
cloth-of-silver dresses were made loosely 
fitting ;->ove the waist, and the skirts in 
flounces. 


"They are not an ignorant people, for 


the children are taught in their homes, 
and many learn to rend the Koran. They 
observe the propi ietius too, as is appar- 
ent from the rnlo as to widows. 


'•When u woman's husband dies she 


plants a pobt in front of her particular 
door in 1 ho family houhe and hangs a 
flag upon it, 
Wbilo tho flag waves she 


may not marry sixain. 
Lint when tbe 


winds, blowing ^ottly oil the eea, have 
torn it into shreds and scattered the bits 
on the ground her torni oE mourning ia 
over, niul slin may accept a second lover s 
proffer."—San Francisco Examiner.
